In the fall o1 1888, Prof. John K. 
Proctor, the aceorapliahed Chief of 
the Geological Surrey of the Btatoj 
Hcnt. mo to Western Kentucky, to 
make a careful and systematic snr 
vey of the two counties of Caldwell 
and Crittenden. A pood part of the 
two years pssnfd since that date 
were spent in field-work there, and, 
though the region presented unusual 
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commonly denominated as "between j of them, cr.ee; 
the rivers." The iron which is pro- 1 luinbia mines', 
luced from these ores maintains 
an excellent reputation for strength 
and malleability. The Kentucky 
ere banks, though very actively 
worked before the war, have not pro- 
luced tnucn iron since In the lett 
MW years, however, n desire to re- 
sume operations has become mani 
fest. Several new lurnaees have 
b:en built or are under way, and the 
revival of interest in the iron depos 
its is making itself felt throughou 
Western Kentucky. But, Critten- 
den county, despite the fact that she 
had formerly demoiutraUd that her 
iron de posits are both good and re- 
liable, seems slow in n vailing her- 
self of the opportunity of "riding 
with the tide." Thus, while adjoin- 
ing counties are pushing their pro 
pcrties into the foreground, little or 
nothing has been done hcie. 

Crittenden furnace, located ne:.i 

Dycusburg, began running in 1841* 

and continued in blast till the los? 
of slave labor during the war, caus 
ed the owners to shut down, For 
simitar causes the Iluiricunc fur- 
'luce, whieb wai in blast during the 
latter ball of that period, discontin- 
sd operations. 

Complete sets of the ores used at 
these furnaces were analyzed by Dr.

TOPOGRAPHY AND DRAINAGE. 

The topography of the county, tak- 
en as a whole, is decidedly hilly. 
Much of this unovenness m the re- 
sult of an unusually extensive sys 
torn of fracturing which this portion 
of Kentucky has been subjected to. 
Many interesting problems arc co». 
ne cteijw ith these convulsive n-ove 
,-flJelflPof the earth's crust, which so 
frequently result in marked topog 
raphieal peculiarities, and in this 
region generally affect, if they are 
not ihjrfBWiiTf elUn | factors of the 
lines of drainage. These movements 
have further been of consequence to 
Crittenden in this that to them sh< 
owes her metalliferous veins. Den- 
udation and the levelling InfluenoSS 
of time have wrought great changes 
since the shake up era. Indeed, 
cases might be pointed out win re 
the prcHout topography is (piito tho 
opposite of what it must h fS been 
immediately after that era; but, ns 
the fbjoct of this communication is 
to s/iow what in rather than what in« 
their discussion would be out 
of ilacc here.

The regions where the Princeton 
limestones aro the surface rock are 
not very extensive, yet they cousti 
tute a fair proportion of the area of 
the county. Four of these* regions

As usual these limonite ores oc 
cur exclusively in "pockets.' : These 
are numerous but vary gieatly in 
extent, a few appearing pructical : y 
inexhsusible, while many may no' 
contain over a thousand tors of ore. 
Iu the Hurricane district the depos- 
its aic mostly of the smaller sort, 
but being very abundant the aggre- 
gate supply is very large and, no 
ioubt, sufficient to satis'y the de- 
mands of a furnace for many years. 

In the Dycusburg district BOOM ol 
the deposits are unquestionably very 
lai-jjc. The majority are situatci! 
from one to two miles north of Dy 
cusburg, on each side oi Paddy's 
creek. A large hill on the South 
side of the creek near the river (own- 
ed by Dr Vf> S. Graves, and Messrs 
llcywood and Marshall I must con- 
tiin hi immense quantity of "honey 
omb" and "pat" ore— mainly the 
latter. Going up the creek I exam- 
ined the ore banks chiefly depended 
on by the old furna e company. 
These re ' not exhausted by any 
mSSttS, great quantities of good o«-f_8, jioweve 
principally of tho "hoaoy oomb" va- 
riety, being still in sigh-. Another 
body of finj jro occurs on Dr. 
Gravis' land one and one-half mile 
east of the burg. 1 have informa- 
tion besides ol other bodies in this 
vicinity which I did uot find time to 
visit. Enough was seen however to 
convince me that this district could 
insuro a steady supply of oro to.

Blyew s accom- 
pli.*— George Konnard— was tried in 
l»fr5, ar-d senticnced to the nenit -ntiary 
fir life, and afterwanla pardoned bv e.t- 
CLivernor Blackburn on account of ill 
health. Blyt w bmkn jail in 1H78, and 
after serving fivo years in the regular 
army went south and married a wealthy 
widow, whoso money he has aquan 
den>d. 

Flu returned here last March to visit 
relative* and was captured, after being 
a fugitive from Justice for over seven- 
teen years. Bis wife and stepdaughter, 
burning of his arrest and incarceration, 
ca i nowhere, and are now i-ervanta in a 
b-'tj : ;ibis is the third time Blyew 
bus boon tried for one and the same 
offense, fmce he was tiled in tlie 
United ! tot... circuit court nt Loitis- 
vule, ami sentoncod to lie hanged. On 
apical tlio supreme conrt of the llnitod 
Sintos decided that the United States 
BUtboritii s had no right to trv the case, 
and remanded him to the state anthor- 
itios for trial.

The caitin present oil a shocking 
sight on a Sabliath morning in Angus', 
I86M. There lay the lifeless body of 
Jack Foster with twenty-one cuts on 
the head. 

By his sidn was the body of his wife 
with six gashes on her head aud at many 
on bar back, showing that death cams 
to them while fighting to protect each 
other. In a bed near by was the dead 
body of Foster's mother, with her skull 
split in twain- Then a trail of blood 
was followed to tho bouse of Fred 
Nichols, aw yards dintaa**. mere 
Richard Ftater. a lad»f 1« years, was 
found with two wowhda on his head 
from which he, died that day. but not 
until he told w|o the murderers were.
